FTER Pear! Harbor, in 1941, America,

THE CHUSAN, the new 24,000-ton P. 

& QO. luxury liner which has been 
built in Britain especially for the Far 
Eastern run, has now completed her run- 
ning trials. 

Undoubtedly, the most outstanding 
feature of the ship is the use of stabiliz 
ing gear Its purpose jis to minimize 
the rolling of the ship. This apparatus 
consists of two fing which can be pro 
jected either side of the ship's hull. They 
are not very large relative to the ship's 
size—twelve feet long and six feet wide 
The invention is not a new one, but it 
has never before been fitted on a ship 
much larger than 3,000 tons; and the 
Chusan is 24,000 tons—eight times as 
big 


COUNTERACTS ROLL 

The idea is, in itself, comparatively 
simple, although the way of putting it 
into operation is rather complicated. 
The two fins can be so tilted that the 
forward speed of the ship causes either 
an: upward force or a downward force 
on them, depending on the way they 
have been tilted. This action will cause 
the ship to roll, but, if applied in the 
opposite direction, they wil] counteract a 
roll caused by a wave, so the effect is to 
keep the ship steady. It.really is an 
artificia} movement being applied against 
a natural one. 

The fins are controlled by means of 
two gyroscopes, which immediately 
register the beginning of a rol] and set 
the fins in.motion by means of electric 
and hyraulic relays. The success of the 
operation largely depends on the speed 
at which the fins respond to the very 
sensitive gyroscopes. The fins do, in 
fact, move through forty degrees in one-

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Dewey Warns Formosa 
May Cause Disunity 


OTTAWA (BUP) Governor 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York 
warned today that an attack by 
the Communists on Formosa 
could split the unity between 
the United States and Great Bri- 
tain. 

Dewey warned that a Com 
munist attack on the Chinese Na- 
tionalist bastion was impeding 
and said the western allies must 
unify their Formosa policy at 
once before it comes. 

He said the threatened Red 
attack was a‘major part of Rus- 
sia’s offensive to divide Great 
Britain and the U.S. because 
Formosa was a Communist 
“weapon” that could -“disunite 
and destroy us.”

York governor held a brief con- 
versation with Prime “Minister 
St. Laurent who left a cabinet 
meeting for the purpose.
